In our constant search for 
efficiency and spending cuts 
in government, the Board of 
Supervisors must be careful 
not to fall into traps posed 
by "false economies "

Supervisors avoided such 
a trap recently when they 
voted to continue the Com­ 
mission on Obscenity and 
Pornography. In fact, addi­ 
tional staff help for the 
Commssion was approved.

It has been sugqested that 
this Commission, as well as 
other c i t iz e ns advisory 
groups, was not ac/complish- 
ing much and was placing a 
great deal of tax burden on 
the citizens. Although there 
may be some advisory 
groups which can be elimi­ 
nated, such is not the case 
with the Commission on Ob­ 
scenity and Pornography.

THIS KEY, 15-member 

group of citizens is a leader

in HIP county's efforts in 
the war on smut and por­ 
nography. It is charged 
with the job of assisting the 
District A'torney. Sheriff. 
Superintendent of School, 
and County Counsel in legal 
efforts to eliminate pornm: 
raphy.

I'p until last month. «>in 
missioners were not reim­ 
bursed for attendance at 
meetings, and total opera! 
ing cost for the last fiscal 
year was $973. That in­

cludes staff and supplies.
During this fiscal year, 

operating costs will rise to 
$3.94" and commissioners 
will be compensated at a 
rate of $25 per meeting, not 
to exceed 12 meetings a 
year.

THIS IS A moderate price 
'ii pay for (lie best thinking 
and pood advice of interest­ 
ed citizens Without such ad­ 
vice from the public, gov­ 
ernment at all levels would 
be at a great loss.
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Let's look at what tins 
commission has done. It has:
• Coordinated public opin­ 

ion against obscenity and 
pornography through educa­ 
tional activities.
• Worked for the passage 

of legislation against por­ 
nography.
• Spearheaded local efforts 

in the battle in the metro­ 
politan Ix)s Angeles County 
area, which is identified as 
a major center for the pub­ 
lication and distribution of 
smut.

IN ADDITION, support of 
the commission by the coun­ 
ty is tangible evidence of 
the Board of Supervisors' 
continuing concern over this 
public issue.

Just because efforts 
against pornography have 
proven somewhat futile in 
the past is no reason the 
battle should be abandoned 
The problem, unfortunately. 
Is more acute now than 
ever.

Court decisions have 
made enforcement of anti- 
pornocraphy and obscent'y 
laws difficult, in some cases, 
overshadow, however, t h e 
above - stated accomplish­ 
ments of the commission

Supervisors made a wi^e 
(hour in continuing t h t 
commission, and 1 am glad 
to say my vote was with the 
group all the way.

 Hold onto your purse, so 
that it can't be taken
  If you use a charge plate, 

always remember to get it 
bark from the salesclerk
